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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BRIDGES. 


’ 
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Nearly four years ago we, the undersigned, were appointed a 
Committee to investigate, and if, in our judgment, expedient, to 
prosecute the town’s claim against the Amoskeag Manufacturing 
Company, for damages done to the town bridge by reason of flow- 
age from their dam and flash-boards. Being satisfied that the 
claim was a just and legal one, and finding that the Company 
would not admit it, we commenced a suit, and in August, 1861, 
recovered judgment for thirty-one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
and costs; from which verdict the defendant appealed tothe Su- 
preme Judicial Court, and in December last said Court confirmed 
the judgment of the lower Court, and the town will obtain execu- 
tion at the close of the present term. The amount recovered is 
not the most important advantage which the tawn gains in this 
suit; it has established its right, and should never allow it to be 
lost or impaired. To all who have aided us in this matter, we 
would return our grateful acknowledgments ; and to those, who, 
from personal or political motives, saw fit to use their influence 
against the vindication of the rights of the town, we have nothing 
to say except that we will.leave them to their own reflections.

To the Citizens of the town of Hooksett : 


Having discharged the duties of Superintending School Committee the past 
year, I respectfully submit the following report : ¢ 


DISTRICT NO. 1. a 


Miss S. F. Orrerson was employed in the Summer, The examination was 
quite satisfactory. Some complaints of want of order were made to me. 
Miss Saran C, Witty is still engaged in the Winter term and bids fair to ~ 
close a successful term satisfactory alike to scholars and parents. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


There were three terms in this district the past year and Miss Annis L. 
Dow, of Pembroke, was employed. In all of these, Miss Dow has had much 
experience as a teacher and possesses a large share of energy and a fine talent 
for illustration. The closing examination of the two first terms were quite 
up to the expectation of your committee. In the Winter school much dissat- 
isfaction was manifested, and some of the parents withdrew their children 
from the school. In this district are quite a number of the best scholars in 
our schools. - 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The Summer school in this district was under the care of Miss H. P. 
Corny. A large number of the scholars are quite young. Miss Colby is at 
home in the school-room, and has the entire confidence of both parents and 
children. Mr. J. F. Hoyt was engaged for the Winter term but was compell- q 
ed to close at the end of four weeks on account of ill health. 


DISTRICT NO. 4.
